A  Fair  Objection 

The  ACmON  of  Esquimau  council  in  filing  formal 
objection  with  tWTfrovlnce's  pollution  contml 
bOAid  to  the  weetem  Saanich  wwer  plan  ahould  not 
be  taken'  ai  unfriendly  or  unreaaonable  obatructlon. 
This  is  a  matter  in  which  all  of  Greater  V'letoria  has 
auAcule  interest,  since  the  value  of  the"  Gorge  aaler- 
way  as  a  recreational  aaset  may  be  Involved. 

Saanich  council  is  convinced  by  Its  experts  that 
the  treatment  plant  that  would  handle  sewage  from 
the  system  would  turn  nothing  but  practically  puie 
water  Into  Coiquitz  Creek  and  thus  into  Portage  Inlet 
and  the  Gorge.  It  la  concerned,  too,  that  a  worse  pollu¬ 
tion  problem  would  result  from  continued  and  ex¬ 
panded  reliance  on  septic  tanks  in  the  area,  and  it 
considers  a  sewer  connection  to  the  sea  much  beyond 
its  means. 

No  one  will  question  that  the  Saanich  counclllora 
are  sincere  In  their  belief  that  if  the  disposal  system 
is  installed,  no  harm  will  come  to  the  waterway,  for 
they  are  as  much  intereated  In  Its  preservation  and 
development  as  anyone  else.  Nevertheless  the  doubts 
harbored  by  Esquimalt  about  the  efficiency  of  the 
proposed  treatment  plant  are  not  surprising.  They 
will  have  occurred  to  many  citizens. 

The  Elaquimalt  representations  to  the  pollution 
board  will  give  Saanich  the  opportunity  to  prove  Its 
case  more  clearly  and  certainly,  If  It  can.  and  thus  to 
set  all  minds  at  rest:  conversely  If  the  board  on  the 
basis  of  technical  evidence  rules  out  the  emptying  of 
treated  effluent  Into  Colquitz  Creek,  as  likely  after  all 
to  increase  pollution,  Esquimalt  will  have  done  the 
whole  community  Including  Saanich  a  service  of 
another  kind.

The  hotel  iras  built  in  1 908  to 
terre  the  logging  and  fishing  in¬ 
dustry.  Its  leap  into  prominence  — 
for  the  name,  WilloMS  Hotel,  uxu 
rei'Bgnised  world  wide  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  sport-fishing  frater¬ 
nity—  teas  by  accident  or  good 
fortune  rather  than  design. 

Willows  Hittel  —  Campbell 
Hirer  —  Tyee  Salmon  —  there  was 
synonymity  where  these  words  ap¬ 
peared  in  much  angling  literature, 
and  one  of  the  first  references  is 
found  in  Sir  John  Hoger's  book, 
“Siutrt  in  Vancoitver  and  New¬ 
foundland." 

The  opening  paragraph  reads:  “From 
the  day  I  read  in  the  “Field”  (a  British 
sportsman's  magazine)  Sir  Richard  Mus- 
grive’s  article,  ‘A  70-pound  salmon  taken 
with  rod  and  line,'  and  had  located  Camp¬ 
bell  River,  I  determined,  that  should  the 
opfortunity  arise',  I,  too,  would  try.  my 
luck  in  those  waters  .  .  .  and  the  summer 
of  I'JOS  found  me  in  a  position  to  start 
on  the  trip." 

After  17  pages  we  find  this:  ‘“fhe 
morning  of  July  29  found  me  aboard  the 
Queen  City.  .  .  .  We  arrived  at  Campbell 
Ri\er  pier  at  the  unearthly  hour  of  one 
in  the  morning.  The  proprietor,  however, 
was  on  the  pier  waiting  with  lanterns  to 
show  us  the  way  to  the  Willows  Hotel, 
where  I  was  to  spend  a  happy  month.” 

■•■fhe  Willows  Hotel,  beautifully  situated  on 
Valdez  Strait  within  a  few  yards  of  the  sea.  Is 
all  a  spoFisman  could  desire.  Clean,  well  fur¬ 
nished  bedrooms,  a  bathruom  and  quite  a  decent 
table,  all  for  the  modest  sum  of  $2  a  day!" 

In  19I)K.  Sir  John  comments,  the  itianager 
did  not  realize  that  many  came  for  the  fishing 
and  hia  thoughts  that  food,  was  all-important 
and  Ihai  guests  should  be  on  time  for  meals 
seems  quite  justified  if  a  typical  menu  Is 
CKamlned.

The  mention  of  Catalina  light  tackle  urges 
inquiry  Into  the  origin  of  the  Tuna  Club  and 
quoting  from  “The  (Thannel  Islands  of  Cali* 
loinia"  we  read  this:  "The  Tuna  Club  svas 
founded  in  1898  b>  Charles  Frederick  Holder 
of  Pasadena,  as  a  gentlemen's  club,  to  prevent 
the  slaughter  of  game  fish  with  hand  lines  and 
to  elevate  the  standard  of  sport  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  .  .  An  important  outcome  of  the  dub's 
studies  was  standardization  of  sport  tackle 
Into  three  classes  of  which  "light  tsrkle"  and 
"3  fi  tackle"  mt*«i  the  requirements  ol  the  T>‘ee 
Club  of  British  Columbia. 

It  is  also  of  interest  that  the  rules  of  the 
Tuna  (Tub  of  Avalon.  Santa  Catalina  Island, 
have  set  a  standard  for  almost  every  salt  wa  er 
fishing  club  in  the  world.  Its  rules  formulated 
in  1898  remain  unchanged,  except  they  ha'  e 
been  extended  to  include  synthetic  line  m^tteiisl 
and  fiherglas  rods,  provided  the  original  break* 
Ing  and  bending  tests  are  met.

very  warm,  the  doui  in  the  mr'sl  pari  of  iliem, 
perfuima  ilie  offiee  of  a  chimney,  to  M  out 
the  smoke;  ii’s  made  iiv  bigness  and  m  fashion, 
like  to  an  oniiiwry.  m-utlle  in  a  ship,  and 
standing  Niopewiae;  iheir  beds  aiv  the  hard 
ground,  onJy  with  ruahea  strewed  upon  It.  and 
lying  rouiHsI  about  the  house,  have  their  fire 
in  the  midst,  wfiuh  b>  lenson  that  the  house 
Is  but  low  vaulted  nnmd  and  >  lose,  give»  a 
marvelous  reflet  non  to  ihefi^  bodies  to  heat  the 
same.’*  ♦ 

The  t.rwis  and  Clfik  desciiption  reads: 
*‘Hore  1  observed  seveial  habitati<»ns  entirely 
underground;  they  weie  Munk  about  eight  feet 
deep  and  i-overed  with  strong  timber  and 
several  of  earth  m  a  ixmic  form.  These 
habltatioim  were  evaiualcd  at  pieseul.  They 
are  about  Ik  feet  in  diameter,  nearly  Hmilar. 
and  are  en  ered  through  a  hole  at  the  top  whirtt 
appt'ars  to  answer  the  double  purpose  of  a 
chimm^y  ai>d  a  (liw>r  From  this  eniranor  you 
deai-end  to  the  flooi  by  a  ladder.,’* 


IT  JAMFsb  TKIT  who  has  given  us  the 
best  aix'ouni  of  theae  houses  in  his  paper  on 
the  Thninpeon  Indians.  He  was  a  keen  and 
observant  Scot,  married  to  a  local  Indian 
woman,  and  knew  more  about  these  people 
almost  than  ihey  did  fhemaelves.  Whether  he 
atHually  saw  one  of  these  housea  being  built. 
I  don't  know  but  it  ia  s  very  distinct  posalMIttv. 
In  any  case,  any  one  of  use  couM  quite  easily 
bulM  one  ttalay  with  the  help  of  the  neighbors 
and  Telt’s  desrripiion  Hia  account  la  pretty 
long,  ao  I’ve  shoiiened  It  up  a  bit. 

These  winter  houses,  Teit  aa>a.  were  gerte- 
rally  built  in  U>e  valleys  of  the  principal  rivm, 
within  easy  distance  of  water,  and  were  In* 
habited  by  groups  of  famlliea  related  to  eat'h 
other  who.  alihoagh  sraitered  during  the  hunt¬ 
ing  and  fishing  seosons,  dwelt  together  during 
the  winter.  The  sUe  conformed  to  the  number 
of  people,  from  15  to  30.  to  be  act'omnrMJdated. 


A  hPOT  HITN  IjOOHK  dOn.  was  selected 
for  the  site  of  the  underground  house  The 
person  who  desired  to  build  the  house  asked 
all  his  neighboio  to  aaaiat.  Frequently  30  or 
30  peonle  came,  ao  that  sometimes  the  building 
was  csHnnleted  In  a  single  day.  They  were  given 
focjd  bv  the  owner  of  the  house,  whose  relativca 
contributed  from  their  store  of  pnivisioaa 
A  bark  rope  was  knotted  at  a  dislarMv  of  30 
lo  <10  feet  from  one  end.  according  to  the  prt^ 
posed  diameter  af  the  houae  A  second  rope 
was  maiketl  off  the  same  length  as  the  first. 
Then  Uke  two  ropes  were  ci'oswn)  r»n  the  ground 


at  righfunglcs,  the  middle  being  detei  mined  by 
eye.  The  centre  and  each  emi  weie  nuiik**d 
with  a  small  stake.  With  the  four  .stakes  ea 
the  chriimferenoe  as  a  guide,  a  man  marked 
a  tiu'le  on  the  ground  with  a  stiik.  Then  iha 
women  began  to  dig  the  soil  with  their 
sfiiics.  They  also  usi'd  w^toden  scraj>ers  with 
ikharp.  flH^blades.  The  loathe  eaiih  was  |HJt 
into  laig^  ba-sketi  with  the  han^ls  and  h\  mtana 
of  small  baskets.  The  contents  of  the  huge 
baskets  were  then  damned  near  the  hole,  to 
u.seH  later  ofi  for  covering  the  souf. 

Green  timber  was  ger.erally  u.se«l  for  the 
heavy  posts  of  the  roof.  This  was  mt'asuied 
with  bark  ropea,  the  length  being  detei miiwsl 
bv  eve.  in  Accordance  with  the  diameiet  ot  i)>e 
hole.  Then  treei  wvre  cut,  baik<Hl.  and  hauk-d 
to  The  building  site  with  stout  bark  They  1 

were  work€*d  with  w'edges.  hammers,  aod  sinoe 
a«t^es.  The  thin  pqles  uaed  for  the  naif  were 
also  barked,  except  w'hen  dry  wocxl  was  u*^ 
for  this  purpose.  After  the  wood  was  cut.  the 
unright  hrat'es  were  erected.  These  were  plaied 
about  15  Inches  deep  in  the  ground  whM-h  was 
fiimly  pre<>sed  dc^n  bv'  atamping  it  with  ihe 
fe«d  and  beating  it  with  sikka.  The  lopK  «*1 
the  bracei  were  nofbhed  to  suuiMMt  the  lafiers, 

Ihe  butt  ends  of  these  were  placed  abmii  twa 
fetd  deep  In  the  ^r•lun  1.  one  at-each  nf  liie  lour 
points  marked  whim  the  circle  was  l<*id  (>ut. 
The  braces  and  raftci  i  w'ere  securely  mnne*  ted 
with  willow  wither.  The  rafters  did  n«»t  meet 
in  the  centre,  but  wv*re  cnnnecteii  by  four  heavy 
tlmbc'is  which  the  eiitrame.

A  large  notchetl 
log,  with  Its  butt  end  testing  on  the  tiound 
n*‘ar  the  middle  tif  the  hou.se  and  th»*  nlher 
end  in  the  square  or  etilrance.  gave  aci-ess 
to  the  houw.  The  fire  was  at  its 
separated  from  It' by  a  slab  of  stone  unkh 
protwted  |f  from  the  heat.

NOT  ONLY  IN  sPAfT^  hut  in  time  too  the 
ppil  hmiMo  haK  a  lone  rectMtl.  Kxravations  in  the 
.H4»uili  ui  Russia  have  revealed  examples  that 
weie  built  in  Upp^r  Paleolithic  tinw.  which 
iuui£hly  i3.(iun  yean  af|o.  and  they  ha\e 
hreu  in  continuous  use  in  that  part  of  the  world 
(kmn  alruost  lo  li\inf>  memory.  Here  in  this 
piii\ini>>  ihey  were  iisefl  up  to  at  leaal  19iai 
sthI  iMThafiH  a  bii  Liter  and  there  are  still  many 
old  Indians  who  T'emember  living  in  them 
Tt»ey  all  a^ree  with  Sir  Frandt  Drake  that 
they  were  very  warm. 

In  our  pari  of  the  world,  pit  houses  were 
UMially  in  small  £iouf><i,  say  thre^  or  four,  but 
I  have  seen  places  \nhere  there  were  at  lea.st 
50  and'  piribahly  muiv  in  one  clone  ^toup. 
Sometimes  a  more  re<-er^t  one  w'ill  cut  into  an 
oldei  une.  One  of  the  very  old  houses  in  Russia 
was  o\al  raOier  than  round  and  as  ^uch  as 
KW  feet  across  an*1  <t  had  11  separate  hearths. 
au)S;,:t>siing  a  faiily  large  population. 

N'M  only  were  these  houaes  very  warm,  hut 
they  had  a  sood  rich  «mel1  about  them,  in  spite 
of  ail  effints  to  kfH‘p  them  clean.  Living  in 
su<]i  a  dwelling  made  cleanliness  ab&oliftely 
essential.  The  uomen  living  there  put  all' the 
refu.se  in  a  special  basket  which  was  emptied 
daily  at  some  distaiuw  from  the  houses.  The 
fjisir  was  sw'cpi  daily,  c«<lar  bark  mats  were 
laid  down,  and  sprinkled  with  water,  but  atill 
It  was  .smelly. 

It  is  brnause  Ihey  were  kept  ao  clean  that 
the  amateur  aichHetilogiat.  digging  in  an  old 
pit  liou.se.  is  not  likely  to  find  much.  His  best 
biM  is  to  look  for  the  garbage  dump  where  the 
h:«skeis  wore  emptied.  Here,  li«^e  Is  lucky,  he 
nia«  find  bioken  hone  aw  la.  arrown^ds,  knives, 
and  other  bioken  oi  loat  objecta.

Sometimes,  not  far  (I'om  the  houses,  much 
smaller  pits  w  ilt  he  found,  in  rows  or  groups. 
These  were  winter  food  caches,  usually  lined 
with  aheet.s  of  birch  bark,  and  used  to  ■t«iie 
di  ied  salmon,  smoked  meats,  dried  berries  and 
other  pieseixed  looda.

Down  In  the  s«>ulhwest  of  the  United  State*, 
tiM'  pit  house  wax  once  the  common  form  of 
dwelling,  but  today  they  remain  only  as  the 
men's  cei-nnonlal  houses  or  counAl  roomiu 
The  largest  one  rei'Oide<T  c«>uM  accommodate 
several  hundred  men  and  had  as  many  as  <17 
poats  aupporting  the  roof.  They  are  known 
to  date  back  at  least  to  mt  A.D. 

Theae  "klvaa'*  as  they  are  called  today  have 
a  flat  roof,  rather  than  a  rounded  une.  with  an 
entrance  hole  and  ladder  near  the  mld^.  Jn» 
aide  the  better  ones  the  wads  are  Smoothed 
off  and  palmed  with  delicale  and  elaborate 
designs  in  many  rolora.  Theae  **ldlvas"  by  tlte 
wrv  nr  hnc'w*.  gave  their  name  lo  tiie

along  the  lines  of  the  famous  Tuna  Club  of 
Santa  ('atalina  Island  with  a  purpose  of  stand- 
aidiring  the  sport  of  salmon  fishing  in  B.C.” 

Dr  J.  A  \Vib4irn  of  Santa  Barbara,  Caltfor* 
nia  a  Tuna  Club  member — Melville  Haight, 
manajer  of  the  WIIUavb  Hotel  and  Mr.  A.  N. 
V\*i>lverton  of  Vancouver  decided  the  club 
sh'HjkJ  be  railed  the  Tyee  Club  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia.  Dr.  Wihorn'  acted  as  chairman  with 
Mr.  Haighi  as  informal  secretary. 

At  the  organisation  meeting,  held  in  August. 
1923.  at  the  Willows  Hotel,  a  set  of  rules  and 
regulations  was  presented  and  adopted.  These 
rules  not  only  i'onfoimed  to  certain  Tuna  Club 
tal  kie  speiificalions.  but  included  bending  tests 
for  the  longer  rods  customarily  used  by  Euro¬ 
pean  anglers.  These  rules,  except  for  modifi¬ 
cation  n>  allow  the  use  of  synthetic  lines  and 
fiheiglass  rods,  have  renyained  unchanged 
through  the  years.

A  Hftell  of  four  neeks  on  one's  Inirk  ir/l/i  ivhat  is  launhin^ly  referred  to  os 
a  slipped  disc,  fiires  a  man  ample  opportunity  not  only  to  f'aufi'e  the  extraordi- 
nar^  degree  of  kindness  irith  trhieli  everyone  on  the  Jiihilee  Hospital  staff  seems

Little  sweet  pancakes  about  the  size  of  a  silver 
dollar  are  delicious  for  afternoon  lea.  I  call  these 
Angel  Hot  Cakes. 

Sift  together  one  cup  flour,  two  teaspoons  bak¬ 
ing  powder  and  a  dash  of  salt.  Beat  two  eggs  with 
ball  a  cup  of  sugar  and  one-quarter  cup  melted 
butter  or  margarine.  Pour  the  liquid  into  the  dry 
bigredienla.  Mix  just  to  combine.  Drop  by  tea- 
ipoonfuls  on  slightly  greaaed  griddle.  Turn  once. 
May  be  eaten  hot  or  cold.  Spread  with  honey 
butter. 

For  honey  butter  just  mix  creamed  honey 
with  an  equal  quantity  of  butter. 

And  here  as  a  bonus  la  a  recipe  from  my  ‘‘Seals 
Kilchen‘‘  cookbook  for  oatmeal  pancakes  as  made 
In  Scotland  oh  Fastem's  E‘en  i  Shrove  Tuesday). 
I  have  not  tried  this  recipe  but  it  sounds  good.

Centian,  me*em- 
bryanthemum  and  verbena  peek  from  the  crevice*  of  rock*,  while  the  edge*  of  a  path  riot  with  white  and 
yellow  aly**um.  For  there  are  no  failure*  in  a  catalogue.  The  purple  of  kohl  rahi,  the  gold  of  corn,  the 
tender  green  of  asitaragu*  */iarkle  through  it*  ptige*  and  victory  Over  the  in*ect  world  it  *imple  and  comidele. 


Towards  th«  laller  part  of  Jaauary  the 
Jaunty  tofiknot  of  the  sun  can  be  seen  occa¬ 
sionally,  Jjjst  above  the  firs  to  the  east  of  my 
garden  and  between  the  cedars  to  the  south. 
At  the  beginning  of  February  he  is  stIU  piay- 
tng  hide-and  seek,  but  by  the  middle  of  the 
month  I've  found  him  or  he's  found  me  and 
we  settle  down  to  our  early  spring  work  in 
cold  frame  and  seed  box.  An  earthsoented 
breeze  comes  skipping  down  a  hUI  to  Join  us 
and  the  fresh,  grien  tide  of  grass  and  bulb 
outshines  the  sea. 

But  February  is  always  a  month  of  log,  as 
spring  and  winter  meet  tor  hail'^nd  larewell. 
The  mountains  on  Vancouver  Island  tare 
swathed  from  head  to  foot  In  grey  mist  which, 
In  its  moments  of  lifting,  shows  creeks  cas¬ 
cading  down  from  the  heights  of  snow. 

All  Ihe  bays  fill  up  with  fog  and  .McKee's 
Point,  not  far  in  front  of  my  house,  disappears 
entirely.  It  reminds  me  of  the  night  I  went 
to  church  by  small  boat  in  a  fog  even  denser 
than  this  and  how  it  was  like  trying  to  steer 
my  way  through  a  completely  strange  land  of 
wraiths  and  wool.  But  here  and  now  crocus 
and  bluebell  are  blooming,  while  from  the 
lores)  comes  the  silver-threaded  sung  of  the 
winter  wren. 

Surely  Ihe  sunworshippeis  came  from  a 
land  like  this  rather  than  from  one  of  per¬ 
petual  light  and  warmth.  Three  months,  and 
often  more,  almost  without  the  sun.  as  here, 
and  anyone  would  be  prepared  to  swear  that 
hr  Is  a  veritable  god  with  miracles  at  his  finger 
tips.  Under  him  the  snows  melt  away,  the 
rlv^s  rise  in  flood,  trees  which  seemed  dead 
are  quickened  to  bud  and  leaC  the  Iron  earth 
softens  so  that  flowers  may  clamber  through 
,  .  ,  What  greater  wonders  could  there  be  than 
these? 

At  Ihe  end  of  February  the  March  winds 
begin  to  practise  their  huffing  and  piifflng. 
One  even  takes  my  house  in  Its  teeth  and 
tries  to  shake  it.  But  this  house  was  built  by 
John  Pool  of  Liverpool  and  East  Africa  40 
years  ago.  with  all  the  solidity  of  good  work 
done  happily.  It  will  take  more  than  a  mixed- 
up  March  wind  to  disturb  it. 

If  I  should  be  put  down  In  a  .strange  place 
In  these  latitudes  and  a  March  wind  csme  by 
I  would  recognize  it  Immediately.  There  Is 
a  scent  in  It  that  is  In  no  other  wind:  a  free¬ 
dom  and  freshness  about  it  which  could  belong 
to  only  one  month  oT  the  year.  The  wind  of 
each  season  has  its  own  special  perfume  and 
character;  one  could  never  be  mistaken  for  an¬ 
other. 

The  summer  wind  smells  of  flowers  and 
cut  grass;  the  autumn  wind  of  smoke  and  fog 
and  bracken;  the  winter  wind  of  snow  and 
crisp  air  and "  sharp,  clean  space  But  Ihe 
spring  wind  has  running  water  In  It  and  the 
pungent  scent  of  damp  earth  and  wet  bark  — 
and  something  else  that  Is  simply  spring,  and 
that  U  all  It  Is.

•Those  evenings^  before  be  left  Lofidon,  had

He  had  a  fine 
tenor  voire,  and  was  a  memhei  of  the  Amateur 
Musical  Society,  a  group  originally  formed  to 
sing  madrigata.  and  in  Bushby  a  time  under  the 
distinguished  leodership  of  Henr>  Leslie.

Frtnn  the  lime  af  hia  landing  at  Victoria, 
Uierrfure.  on  Thristmaa  Day  of  IK3B,  In  the 
veaort  Panama  23>yeai  oM  Bushby  was  an 
ornament  on  the  platform  and  in  what  drawing 
rooms  thsse  were  in  Vic^mia.  He  was.  how* 
ever,  willing  to  sing  anywhere  and  I'm  surd 
hhi  fine  voice  rolled  foith  from  shanties  and 
tents,  as  Hell  as  the  music  mom  In  the  Gover¬ 
nor's  madsion  on  the  shores  of  the  mud  flats 
of  James  Bm). 

Dr  5hniih  tells  us  that  "three  dd\’s  after  his 
arrival  he  preserYied  Ms  iettem  of  introduction 
to  Govemoi  Douglas  who  re<ei\ed  him  'very 
kindly  and  at  once  Invited  him  to  dinner.

For  he 
wa«  no  prig,  he  enfoved  dancing  and  flirting 
and  *whi*ky  and  cigars  ad  lib.*  even  to  the  ex - 
twit  oC  getting  'half -an  ewed  an  oixraaiofl;  and 
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hv  rvc.rtli  with  glcv  one  upcoarlous  wmln* 
at  the  iisiRinx  he  shsre<i  wiih  Riirriabv  anii 
K:iwyn  c  winch  they  bad  rhrislened  the  Mad 
Houip-  > .

•'Here  they  were  Joined  by  other  Victoria 
baeheluis  and  by  some  ol  the  Junior  olliivia 
from  Famuimall  and  •«ll  Itie  fellow  ■  made  auch 
A  ftrand  row  alnglng  and  lauRhlng'  that  they 
were  blaekRuarded  upatde  down'  by  the  land¬ 
lady  and  threatened  with  tlie  horsewhip  by  ihe 
landlord.

Bushby  served  for  a  time  as  private  seere- 
tary  to  Chief  Justice  Sit  Matthew  Balllie  BegMe. 
and  with  that  eminent  Jurist  ol  our  historv  he 
travelled  far  and  wide  Ihroiighoui  the  wHda 
of  British  Columbia. 

Dr.  Smith,  from  her  exhaustive  reaearrh,

IRM.  and  at  the  end  of  .tune  he  and  Regbie  were 
oft  again  to  Ihe  mainland,  their  circuit  this 
lime  being  by  way  of  Langley.

■  'll  was  during  this  Journey  that  Bushby 
realised  that  ho  was  beginning  t*  return  Agnes 
Dougfau’  obvious  liking  lor  him.  and  that  he 
must  make  up  his  mind  whether  or  not  to  ‘go 
in  for  her.’ 

"When  he  got  bark  to  Victoria  at  Ihe  end 
of  July.

monarchs,  auch  as  those  of  Holland  or  the 
Scandinavian  countries,  are  dlamlaiwd  by  top¬

Mr  Sampson  doeii  an  extraordinary  Job  of 
dissc<-llnK  the  various  power  structures  in 
Bi  itain  —  the  aristocracy,  the  “palace,"  t  h  e 
Church,  the  clubs  twith  tbeir  male  mystique), 
the  public  (private  to  us  I  schools  and  univer* 
siiies,  the  civil  service,  and  so  forth.  What  he 
finds  is  that  real  power,  as  distinct  from  the 
outward  trappings  of  power.  Is  passing  gradu¬ 
ally  to  the  great  industrial  captains  and  cor¬ 
porations.  Britain  la.  in  fact,  moving  slowly 
toward  an  Industrial  society  superimposed  on 
an  aristixratic  base.  But  the  tranalormation, 
it  seems  to  me.  will  never  be  complete  as  long 
as  the  British  caste  s>'atem  survives.  To  this 
day  there  is  no  country  in  the  witrld  wheie  a 
person  so  in-stantlv  reveals  his  social  back¬ 
ground  when  he  talks  as  in  Britain. 

But  i-hange  is  coming,  albeit  slowly.  That  a 
hook  like  this  could  have  been  written  at  all 
Is  significant.  Mr.  Sampson  rates  a  loud

TIuHnas  -Tef  feiwon.  in  a  tetter  to  John  Adams, 
admitted  In  frustjation:  “I  have  not  yet  foun<i 
any  othei  general  rule  for  foretelling  what  the 
British  will  do  but  that  of  examining  what  ti.ey 
ought  not  to  do.”  All  of  which  makes  it  the 
pioie  sinrular  that  Anthony  .Sampson,  a  note<t 
British  joumallst.  should  have  had  the  hardi¬ 
hood  to  undertake  an  analysis  of  his  country's 
upper  socisl  structure,  or,  as  he  more  circum- 
spei-tly  puts  it.  "exploring  the  ramifications  of 
people  and  power." 

His  report  Is  a  formidable  tome  of  6S2  pages, 
complete  with  charts,  tables  and  diagramy, 
disars-tlng  what  Is  loosely  called  "The  Ealsb- 
llshment."  If  you  can  Imagine  a  team  of  "For¬ 
tune"  writers  and  researchers  grappling  with 
an  Musignment  at  vast  at  this,  you  will  have 
some  concept  of  the  book's  scope  snd  size.  But 
thiUe  the  comparison  ends,  for  Mr.  Sampson 
writes  with  Inside  knowledge  and  with  a  grace 
and  clarity  beyond  the  powers  of  magazine 
scribes  Moreovtc,  his  book  presents  one  man's 
Viewpoint,  with  personal  findings  and  opinions, 
rather  than  the  bland  pap  usually  produced  by 
teams  of  researchers.

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Woodrow  Hilson  on»  de*oribed  him.vlf  “a  domoorsl  like  Je'frrson  with  aristocraHc 
tastes.  ■  In  this  Dos  Pa.ssos  book-the  latest  addition  to  the  admirable  Mai.stre.ni  of  Americ* 
a  "‘^•l-'neaning,  misunderstood  intellectual,  motivated  by  the  loftiest  ol 
prinaples  but  wrestling  with  fori'es  he  could  neither  contiol  nor  full>  . und<‘rstand.  It  is  not  a 
sympathetic  portrait,  although  the  author  tries  hard  to  humani/e  the  man.  Wilson  was  the  first 
real  egghead  in  the  While  >iouse  since  Jefferson,  and  the  mixed  character  of  his  performance  evoked 
an  anli-inttlJeclual  reaction  in  politics  which  has  yet  to  be  entirely  dissipated.

Passes  and  the  First  W'orld  War 
seems  like  a  stroke  of  happy  east¬ 
ing,  beating  In  mind  his  tiailblaz- 
Ing  novels  of  that  period.  Yet  the 
result  la  disappointing.  The  book 
la  eutiously  uneven,  with  imprra- 
alve  passages  offset  by  euil  dis- 
mlsiials  of  significant  episodes. 
The  First  World  War  period,  com¬ 
plete  with  prelude  arid  posllude, 
sprawls  over  a  large  segment  of 
history,  virtually  all  of  it  ex- 
twwtsltbely  documented.  Dos  Paa- 
aoi  has  grappled  manfully  with 
tt.  but  clearly  he  found  It  impos- 
aible  to  do  justice  to  all  sectora. 
True,  hla  spotlight  properly  fa- 
cruses  on  Wilson,  but  Lcmin  and 
the  Ru.sslan  Hevoluilon.  lo  men- 
tl<«  one  Insiauca.  are  worth  more 
apace  than  they  receive  here. 

Dos  Paaaos'  true  metier  is  swift 
narration  coupled  with  biting 
characterlzaticm,  and  whenever 
those  qualities  are  introduced,  he 
notes  that  when  Wll.son  delivered 
his  Inaugural  addiess  on  becoming 
pivsident  of  Princeton  It  was  re¬ 
ceived  with  general  acclaim.  Only 
Former  President  Urovci  Cleveland 
muttered  under  his  mustache; 
"Sounds  good  1  wonder  what  It 
nx-ans?”  Another  revealing  vig¬ 
nette  Ja  set  years  later  at  the  con- 
veiwallons  on  the  Treaty  of  Ver¬ 
sailles.  Dos  PasMH  stages  an 
ironical  scene  with  Wilson,  Lloyd 
Ceorge  aial  other  ol  the  peace- 
makera  airily  discussing  new 
IroniierB  lor  Central  Europe  aa 
they  might  debate  a  vacation  tour. 

This  kind  of  history,  which  can 
be  told  in  human  terms.  Is  meat 
and  drink  to  Dos  Passos.  Hr  la  Iraa 
sure  of  hIm.seU  when  attempting 
lo  chart  the  vast,  impersonal 
forces  that  shape  events.  Here 
the  book  luffers  by  compari¬ 
son  with  Barbara  Tuchman'i  (iaaa 
of  Aagast,  which  dealt  with  .some 
ol  the  same  events  and  personali¬ 
ties  but  on  a  higher  plane. 

What  Doa  Paaaos  has  In  tact 
given  us  is  a  Urge  historical  can¬ 
vas,  in  which  some  of  the  tietail 
Is  sharp  and  clear  while  oChtT 
parts  are  only  lightly  sketched  in. 
Wilson's  relatlon-shtp  with  Colonel 
House  Is  wc-U  brought  out,  as  It 
should  be  In  any  study  ol  Wilson. 
Hie  wily  leaders  of  Europe,  not¬ 
ably  Clemenceau  ("The  Tiger"), 
are  also  pictured  in  Doa  Passoa' 
best  style.  II  am  Indebted  to  him 
for  exhuming  the  intriguing  fact 
that  demencrau  reported  tlie . 
American  Civil  War  for  a  Parla 
paper  In  his  youth,  and  spoke 
Englhdi  with  .  "quaint"  Yankee 
iwangl.
